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On January 21, 1956# Mr. FRANK LYONS, Investigator, 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, (INS) New York City, 
advised SA WILLIAM E. NI3MMEY that NICOLAE MALAXA had filed 
an appeal on or about December 23, 195 • after he had been found 
. inadmissible for residence in the United States. This appeal 
was filed with the Board of Immigration Appeals, Washington, D.C., 
and was based upon the exclusion and deportation order of 
December I7, 1957, pertaining to him. Mr. LYONS said that this 
matter had not yet been calendared but that MALAXA had indicated 
to IBS that he desired to present oral argument when the matter 
is heard by the Board of Immigration Appeals.
